Your Built-in "Air Conditioner”. . . 
Fans Give It the Extra Zip Needed

With your fevered brow baking 
and the corn “popping” in the broil- 
Ing sun, it may be hard to believe, 
but... your body has its own built- 
in "air conditioning" system. Of 

.Tourse it may need a little help 
to function effectively, but it has 
one nevertheless. Here's how it 
works: when the temperature rises 
you start to perspire; when the em 
spiration evaporates - quickly, . 

feel cooler. 

Now, there's very y little difficulty in 
perspiring in hot weather. The trick 
is to get rid of excess perspiration 
quickly. And, you can do it if you 
keep the air around you in motion. 

Take an uncomfortably warm 
house on a hot day; for example. 
You can keep it cool inside if you 
‘pply a few simple principles. In 
the daytime, summer outdoor air is 
"warmer and more humid than air 
indoors. So—close the doors and 
"windows and pull down the shades 
‘or blinds so that heat can not be 
transferred into the house from out- 
side. Don't worry about lack of air. 
"There's plenty of it in the house. 
All it needs is motion to overcome 
:any feeling of stuffiness. An electric 
‘fan or fans of the proper rating and 
‘correctly located will do an efficient 
iair circulation job for you at little 
«cost.

Fans circulate a given number of 
cubic feet of air per minute, and 
this data appears on their name- 
plates. To get the right size of fans 
needed, therefore, you must first 
know the’ cubic feet of air in the 
room to be tooled. This is done by 
multiplying the length of the room 
X the length x the height. Say this 
comes to 2,000 cubic feet. Therefore, 
a fan or fans- with a total rated 
capacity of at least 2,000 cubic feet 
per minute ' (CFM) will move the 
air in this room once every minute. 
In cooler climates a 2 or 3-minute 
aìr circulation cycle may be ade-
